ACQUISITION OF ANGLO-SOUTH AMERICAN BANK 
SCHEME APPROVED 


MR. J. W. BEAUMONT PEASE’S ADDRESS 


An Extraordinary General Meeting of the Bank of London & 
South America Limited was held on July 17 at the Head Office 
of the bank, 6, 7 and 8, Tokenhouse Yard, London, E.C., to 
consider a resolution authorising the increase of the capital. 


Mr. J. W. Beaumont Pease (chairman of the bank) presided. 


The Secretary (Mr. J. A. Stark) having read the notice con- 
vening the meeting, 


The Chairman said: Ladies and gentlemen,—I think the 
purpose of this meeting is sufficiently clearly indicated by the 
notice which you have just heard read and by the wording 
of the resolution which I shall in a moment put to you for 
your acceptance. Your board and that of the Anglo-South 
American Bank Limited have agreed to the terms under which 
our bank is taking over the business of the Anglo-South Ameri- 
can Bank Limited. A meeting is being held to-day by the 
shareholders of the Anglo-South American Bank Limited to 
ratify the arrangement agreed to by the respective boards. In 
order that we may carry out our part of the bargain and allot 
the agreed purchase price of 100,000 of our £5 fully-paid shares 
it is proposed that the authorised capital of our company should 
be increased from its present figure of £4,000,000 to £4,500,000, 
which will enable us to allot the necessary number of shares and 
at the same time to hold the same amount of unissued capital 
at our disposal if required at any time in the future. 

Under the arrangement agreed to by the respective boards, 
the capital which we propose to issue to the vendor undertak- 
ing will not rank for dividend until after October 1 next. 


ELIMINATION OF COMPETITION 


I do not think it is necessary for me to enter into any detail 
or to amplify at any length the reasons which have actuated 
us in coming to this arrangement. Under the changed condi- 
tions tliat have come about in international trade in recent 
years it is only a matter of common sense that the two English 
banks, operating for the most part in South America, should 
avoid unnecessary competition between each other and come 
together to form a single strong English bank capable of rend- 
ering to the public all the banking facilities which traders in 
our respective countries may desire. The suggested arrange- 
ment has met with very general approval by the authorities, 
the Press, and public both here and abroad. 

It will be realised that the new issued capital only requires 
an amount of £11,400 to provide its proportion of the present 
modest dividend paid by this bank. The elimination of compe- 
tition, the economies to be effected by the amalgamation of 
redundant branches at those places where both banks are re- 
presented and in other ways, ought to be amply sufficient not 
only to provide the additional dividend required but to leave 
a substantial margin in excess for building up reserves or for 
any other purpose which is considered desirable. For 
this reason both on general grounds of policy and having 
regard to the interest of our shareholders we believe that the 
proposed arrangement will be for the benefit of all concerned. 

One cannot help sympathising with the regrets which many 
may feel at the disappearance of a bank which has operated 
successfully in the past to the benefit of its customers and to 
the development of the countries in which it has been situated, 
but I expect you will agree with me that the step under con- 
templation is one which will commend itself to you in the 
interests of sound banking. 


BRITISH BANK OF SOUTH AMERICA 


As a result of this deal on its ratification by the shareholders 
of the Anglo-South American Bank this bank will become pos- 
sessed of all the shares of the British Bank of South America 
Limited, the subsidiary of the Anglo-South American Bank 
Limited operating in Brazil; it is contemplated that the busi- 
ness of the British Bank of South America Limited will be 
merged in due course with our own. I now beg to move: 
“That with a view to the acquisition of the undertaking of 
the Anglo-South American Bank Limited the authorised share 
capital of the company be increased from £4,000,000 to 
£4,500,000 by the creation of a further 100,000 shares of £5 
each.”’ I will ask Mr. Foster to second it, but before putting 
the resolution to the meeting I shall be glad to answer, to 
the best of my ability, any questions which shareholders may 
like to put to me. 


Mr. Richard Foster (deputy chairman) : I have much pleasure 
in seconding that resolution. 

The Chairman having replied to two points of detail, the 
resolution was put to the meeting and carried unanimously. 





COMPANY MEETING 
THOMAS DE LA RUE AND COMPANY, LTD, 


The Thirty-ninth Ordinary General Meeting of Thomas De 
La Rue and Company, Limited, was held, on July 15, at River 
Plate House, London, E.C. 

Mr. Sidney S. Lamert (chairman), presiding, said :—Ladies 
and gentlemen,—In the profit and loss account, the chief point 
is that, as a result of a very much larger turnover, we have 
an increase in profit on trading of £5,400, and, in spite of the 
fact that we have allowed another £560 for depreciation, we are 
able to carry practically the whole of that increase to net 
profit, which amounts to £31,141. The balance-sheet total is 
£88,136 higher than last year, which may be taken as a satis- 
factory indication of the progress of your company. 

In addition to installing new machinery for the printing of 
bank notes, the work of reorganising the factories has been 
very expensive, and another item which naturally does not 
figure in the balance-shéet is the cost of educating labour, 
Since our last annual meeting we have taken into our employ- 
ment about 1,000 untrained girls. These girls are employed 
in the final processes of looking over the banknotes, and the 
cost of training labour has run into a good many thousands of 
pounds. 

Next in importance to our banknote printing is our plastic 
moulding department. We have at our new factory some of the 
most powerful machines in the world, and we are in a position 
to supply mouldings which no other company in Europe, and 
few in America, can supply. We have installed absolutely the 
best and largest moulding machines in the world. 


THE FUTURE 

I think on each successive occasion that I have addressed you 
for the last three years I have said to you, ‘‘ This is the best 
balance-sheet that the company has ever produced.’’ That 
phrase has become a little hackneyed, so on this occasion I will 
vary it a little by saying that this is very much the best 
balance-sheet that we have ever produced. We have a substan- 
tial amount of work in hand, and, if I may put it this way, 
we shall be very much disappointed if the results at the end 
of our current year are at least not equal to the results we 
put before you to-day.

Summary of Contents 


Volume and Value of Our Trade (Page 128) 

After making allowance for the price changes 
which have occurred since 1930, the volume of 
imports shows a slight increase (under 1 per cent.), 
while in the case of exports of United Kingdom 
goods and of imported merchandise the declines 
amount to 16 and 18 per cent. respectively. Average 
values of imports, domestic exports and re-exports 
in the half-year were respectively 23, 18 and 15 per 
cent. below those of the year 1930. 


Germany’s Economic Development (Page 135) 

Export trade has not responded to the efforts of 
the Government towards economic regeneration as 
much as the home industries. Costs of production 
in Germany are too high to admit of successful com- 
petition in foreign markets without some kind of 
subsidy. Quotas and exchange restrictions, coupled 
with certain psychological factors, have created 
further difficulties. 


British Postal Traffic (Page 137) 

Apart from April, 1933, May, 1934, and March, 
1935, postal receipts have been higher than in the 
corresponding month a year earlier for each month 
since the end of 1932. The increase in June was 5-2 
per cent., compared with 41 per cent. in May; the 
increase for June, 1935, amounted to 0-7 per cent. 


Oversea Trade of British India (Page 143) 

Imports and exports in May declined by 15-0 and 
50 per cent., respectively, as compared with May, 
1935. For the two months April and May a de- 
crease was shown in imports of 13-9 per cent., but 
an increase of 13°5 per cent. in exports. The United 
Kingdom's share in the import trade in May was 
38 per cent. of the whole, as a year earlier, while 





in exports it rose to 27 from 24 per cent. Japan 
supplied 16 per cent. of the imports and took 20 per 
cent. of the exports. 


British North Borneo Trade (Page 144) 


For the first quarter of the current year a balance 
was recorded in favour of exports amounting to 
837,758 dollars, as against 946,642 dols. in the 
March quarter of 1935.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
SECOND QUARTER OF 1936 


The issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ dated July 16 included 
a review in some detail of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom during the second quarter of 1936, 
as compared with the trade in the previous quarter and 
in the second quarter of 1935, dealing specifically with 
certain important classes of goods, details of the ex- 
ternal trade in which are recorded by quantities in the 
monthly Trade Accounts. 

In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom, there is given, on pages 131-134, a 
comparison between the import and export trade of the 
second quarter of the year 1936 and the trade of the 
corresponding quarters of 1930 and 1935; this com- 
parison is based on a revaluation of the trade of all 
three periods at the average values shown by the 
records of the whole year 1930. The results establish 
a relation between the volume of our external trade in 
each of these periods, eliminating the factor of price 
changes, and they also furnish an index of the aggre- 
gate effect of the alterations in prices which have 
taken place since 1930. By relating these data to 
similar data previously calculated in respect of pre- 
ceding periods, a broad review can be made of the 
trend of our oversea trade on a quantitative basis and 
also of the price variations experienced in that trade 
since 1930. 

It has not been practicable to obtain information for 
the second quarter of 1930 in as great detail as is now 
available in the Monthly Accounts, and the particulars 








shown in respect of that period are, in the main, based 
only on such information as was published in the 
Accounts prior to the revision of their form and 
scope which was introduced at the beginning of 1934, 
the necessary adjustments being made in respect of 
the transfer of items from one class or group to another 
in the revised classification. Further adjustments 
have been rendered necessary in the 1930 figures (and 
in the 1935 figures previously published) owing to addi- 
tional transfers of items from one group or class to 
another as from January, 1936. The magnitude of 
these transfers and their effect on the index numbers 
is comparatively unimportant in the case of the three 
main classes, though appreciable in respect of certain 
groups therein. 


It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
sea trade, it has been necessary to include estimates 
in respect of goods for which particulars of the quanti- 
ties imported or exported are not recorded; such esti- 
mates relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts 
of the groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the period January- 
June, 1936, at the average values of 1930, are sum- 
marised in the following table, in which, also, corre- 
sponding figures for 1930 are inserted for purposes of 
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comparison. The corresponding figures for 1935 will be 
found in a later table.

On the basis of declared values, imports and exports, 
both of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 
chandise, during the first half of this year showed a 
very considerable decline in comparison with the corre- 
sponding period of 1980. After making allowance for 
the price changes which have occurred since 1930, 
however, the volume of imports showed a slight in- 
crease (under 1 per cent.), while in the case of exports 
of United Kingdom goods and of imported merchandise 
the declines amounted to 16 and 18 per cent., respec- 
tively. Average values of imports, domestie exports 
and re-exports in the half-year were respectively 28, 
18 and 15 per cent. below those of the year 1930. 

In connection with the decline in the volume of re- 
exports compared with 1930, it should be noted that 
following the imposition of duties under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, there has been an increase in the 
value of goods transhipped under bond, which are not 
recorded as imports and re-exports. In the absence of 
particulars of the goods so transhipped it is not possible 
to calculate the changes in volume which have taken 
place, but if such goods had been included in re-exports 
both in 1930 and in the most recent period the decline 
in the total volume of goods not of United Kingdom 
produce or manufacture leaving this country would be 
seen to be appreciably less than that recorded above 
for re-exports alone. 

Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in each of the quarters of last year and the first and 
second quarters of the current year are shown in the 
following table, the figures in brackets relating to the 
trade in the corresponding period of 1930 revalued on 
the basis of average values of the whole year 1930:—

Comparing the second quarter of this year with the 
corresponding period of 1935, imports increased in 
volume by 6 per cent., while exports of United King- 
dom goods and of imported merchandise decreased by 
1 and 2 per cent., respectively. In comparison with 
the preceding quarter imports last quarter increased 
by less than 1 per cent.; for the half-year the volume 
was 7 per cent. greater than in the first half of 1935. 
The decline of 5 per cent. in the volume of domestic 
exports last quarter compared with the preceding 
quarter was essentially seasonal; exports for the half- 
year were about one-half of one per cent. less in 
volume than in the first half of last year. In the case 
of re-exports the volume last quarter was 1 per cent. 
higher than in the first quarter of this year; for the 
half-year re-exports were practically the same in 
volume as a year earlier, 

Average values of imports last quarter were sub- 
stantially the same as in the two preceding quarters, 
being about 5} per cent. above those of the second 
quarter of 1935. For exports of United Kingdom goods 
average values, though showing no very marked devia- 
tion from the general level of the past few years, were 
slightly higher last quarter than in the preceding 
quarter and were 2 per cent. above those of the second 
quarter of 1935. Average values of re-exports were 
8 per cent. higher than in the previous quarter and 
exceeded those of the second quarter of 1935 by 13 per 
cent.

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Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco last quarter was 
about 4 per cent. greater than a year earlier and about 
74 per cent. greater than in the second quarter of 1930. 
Compared with a year ago, retained imports of fresh 
fruit and vegetables increased by 12 per cent., 
beverages and cocoa preparations by 7 per cent. and 
grain and flour by 6 per cent., while smaller increases 
were recorded for dairy produce, living animals and the 
miscellaneous food group, and tobacco showed a rise 
of 63 per cent. The only decreases were for meat (44 
per cent.) and feeding-stuffs for animals. Compared 
with the second quarter of 1930, all the groups showed 
increases except living animals for food, and meat. 
For the class as a whole, the volume of imports was 
about the same as in the first quarter of this year. 

Comparing the first six months of this year and 
last, there was an increase in the volume of retained 
imports of 5 per cent., the increase in respect of fresh 
fruit and vegetables being about 10 per cent. 

Notwithstanding an increase of about 44 per cent. 
during the past year average values in this class were 
still 24 per cent. lower than in the second quarter of 
1930. For most of the groups increases were recorded 
compared with a year ago, but for fresh fruit and 
vegetables there was a decline of nearly 5 per cent. ; 
this group, however, showed the smallest decline com- 
pared with 1930 (11 per cent.). Comparing last 
quarter with ‘the previous one, there was a rise of 2 per 
cent. in average values for the class as a whole. 


Raw Materials.—Retained imports of raw materials 
last quarter were about 16 per cent. greater in volume 
than during the corresponding quarter of 1935 and 
30 per cent. greater than in the second quarter of 1930. 
Almost all the groups shared in the increase compared 
with last year, the exceptions being raw wool, etc., 
and raw silk, ete., for which declines of 3 and 5 per 
cent., respectively, were recorded, and raw rubber, re- 
exports of which last quarter exceeded total imports. 
Retained imports of raw cotton increased by 41 per 
cent. compared with a year ago and were 74 per cent. 
greater than in the corresponding period of 1930. 
Nearly all the other groups also showed increases com- 
pared with six years ago, the only exceptions, apart 
from raw rubber, being non-ferrous ores and scrap and 
the miscellaneous group, for which declines of 26 per 
cent. and 6 per cent., respectively, were recorded. A 
three-fold increase was recorded for silk and hides and 
skins, and one of nearly 80 per cent. for iron ore and 
scrap. 

The volume of raw materials imported and 
retained last quarter was the same as in the previous 
quarter; for the first half-year there was an increase 
compared with a year ago of about 15 per cent. 

Average values of retained imports of raw materials 
were 2} per cent. higher than a year ago, but 25 per 
cent. below those recorded for the second quarter of 
1930. The largest proportionate increases compared 
with a year ago were recorded for undressed hides and 
skins (36 per cent.) and raw silk (27 per cent.), while 
for the important raw wool group there was a rise of 
22 per cent. The most important declines were those 
for wood and timber (7 per cent.) and non-ferrous ores 
and scrap (6 per cent.). Compared with the previous 
quarter, average values for the class as a whole fell by 
3 per cent. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume last quarter of 
retained imports of articles wholly or mainly manu- 
factured was about 2 per cent. greater than a year ago, 
but nearly 15 per cent. less than in the second quarter 
of 1930. Compared with a year ago, the principal 
increases were:—Machinery, 37 per cent.; electrical 
goods and apparatus, 36 per cent. ; cutlery, etc., 29 per 
cent. and wood and timber manufactures, 24 per cent. 
Although increases were also shown for cotton yarns 
and manufactures (26 per cent.) and woollen and worsted 
yarns and manufactures (34 per cent.), the volume of 
imports of these goods is still very small compared with 
six years ago. Declines compared with last year were 
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recorded for the following important groups:— 
Vehicles, including locomotives, ships and aircraft (3 
per cent.), non-ferrous metals (19 per cent.) and many. 
factured oils and fats—which includes refined petro. 
leum—(10 per cent.). 

For several of the groups retained imports lag 
quarter were greater than six years earlier, namely, 
manufactures of wood and timber (26 per cent.), paper, 
cardboard, etc. (16 per cent.), non-ferrous metals (If 
per cent.), manufactured oils (10 per cent.), cutlery, 
hardware, etc. (3 per cent.) and chemicals, etc. (2 per 
cent.). 

Thore was little change in the volume of retained 
imports in this class as a whole between last quarter 
and that immediately preceding; for the first half-year 
the volume was about 5 per cent. greater than a year 
earlier. 

Average values of imported manufactures rose 
during the past year to a greater extent than in the 
other two classes. For retained imports the rise was 
8 per cent., this rise having brought manufactured 
goods to a par with the other two classes relative to 
1930. The largest increases compared with a year ago 
were recorded for vehicles (27 per cent.) and non. 
ferrous metals (20 per cent.)—the latter due partly to 
changes in the make-up of the group. For only two 
of the groups—machinery and vehicles—were average 
values higher than in 1930. For the class as a whole, 
the level of average values was about 1 per cent. higher 
than in the previous quarter.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco were about 5 per cent. greater in volume 
last quarter than in the corresponding quarter of 1935, 
but were about 4 per cent. less than in the second 
quarter of 1930. Compared with a year ago, there 
were large increases in respect of meat (36 per cent.), 
beverages and cocoa preparations (35 per cent.) and 
dairy produce (25 per cent.). On the other hand, 4 
decline of 7 per cent. was recorded for the large miscel- 
laneous food group, while tobacco exports declined by 
94 per cent. The volume of exports in this class as 4 
whole was about 8 per cent. below that of the previous 
quarter; for the first half-year exports were about 
9 per cent. greater than a year ago. 

Average values of food, drink and tobacco exported 
last quarter were about 5 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier, but 22 per cent. less than in the second quartet 
of 1930. The increase compared with a year ago was 
due in the main to a rise in average values in the

The tables on this and the following pages give detailed figures supplementing the information contained in the 
article. A comparison is made between the external trade of April to June, 1936, and the corresponding periods of 
1930 and 1935, as well as for the period January to June, 1936, by estimating, as nearly as available data permit, 
the value which would be put upon imports and exports in the mass if each item had the same average value per 
unit of quantity as was declared for goods of the same description in the year 1930. In this way aggregate figures 
are obtained, the comparison of which with the actual values recorded for those periods and for the year 1930 
enables the extent of the influence of price changes, and the aggregate changes in the volume of goods imported 
and exported, to be estimated.

“other food ’’ group (10 per cent.), but appreciable 
increases were also recorded for tobacco (54 per cent.) 
and grain and flour (13 per cent.); for beverages and 
cocoa preparations there was a decline of 4 per cent. 


For the class as a whole, average values were about 
3 per cent. higher than in the previous quarter. 


Raw Materials —The volume of exports of raw 
materials was 11 per cent. less than in the second 
quarter of last year and 17 per cent. less than in the 
corresponding period of 1930. These declines were due 
largely to the falling-off in exports of coal ; as regards the 
comparison with a year earlier, the reduction (14 per 
cent.) mainly resulted from smaller exports to Italy. 
Comparing last quarter with a year earlier, there were 
also appreciable decreases in the volume of exports of 
raw wool, etc. (25 per cent.), aotton waste, etc. (29 per 
cent.) and unrefined oils, etc. (11 per cent.); in each 
case, however, exports were much greater in volume 
than in the second quarter of 1930, the increase for 
wool being over 40 per cent. Most of the other groups 
showed increases as compared with a year earlier, of 
which the most significant was that in respect of non- 
ferrous ores and scrap; for this group exports were over 
three times those in the corresponding quarter of 1930, 
and for four other groups exports last quarter were also 
greater than six years earlier. 

The volume of exports of raw materials last quarter 
was, as last year, less than in the previous quarter, the 
decline this year being about 5 per cent., while for the 
first half-year the volume was 10 per cent. less than a 
year earlier. 

Average values of raw materials exported were about 
5 per cent. higher last quarter than a year earlier, but 
were still 8 per cent. lower than in 1930. It may be 
noted that, as compared with six years ago, the decline 
in average values for exports in this class was less than 
for the other two main classes, due to the relatively 
small change in the average value of coal, which 
accounts for over half the total value for this group; 
the decline compared with 1930 was only slightly over 
2per cent. in respect of coal, this representing a rise of 
4per cent. compared with last year. Other important 
increases compared with last year were recorded for 
unrefined oils, etc. (12 per cent.), raw wool, etc. (18 
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per cent.) and undressed hides and skins (51 per cent.); . 
for the miscellaneous group there was a decline of 13 
per cent. The class as a whole showed a slight rise in 
average values compared with the previous quarter, 
whereas the usual movement is a slight decline. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of exports of 
manufactured articles last quarter was about the same 
as @ year ago, but was 12 per cent. less than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1930. Of the twenty groups 
in this class, nine showed increases and eleven 
decreases compared with a year earlier. The most 
important increase was in exports of vehicles, includ- 
ing locomotives, ships and aircraft, which exceeded 
those of the corresponding period of 1935 by 16 per 
cent.; the volume was, however, 26 per cent. below 
that recorded six years earlier. Among textile manufac- 
tures, the wool group was the only one to show an in- 
crease (7 per cent.) compared with a year ago; the 
decline for cotton yarns and manufactures amounted 
tio 5 per cent. Other declines of importance were in 
exports of machinery (6 per cent.), iron and steel and 
manufactures (74 per cent.) and non-ferrous metals 
(18 per cent.), while an increase of about 5 per cent. 
was recorded both for the manufactured oils group and 
for miscellaneous goods. Compared with the second 
quarter of 1930, nine groups showed increases; 
these included all the textile groups except cotton, for 
which there was a decline of 16 per cent. An out- 
standing increase of 44 per cent. was recorded for 
cutlery, hardware, implements, instruments, etc. 

The volume of exports in the second quarter of this 
year was, as is usual, rather lower than in the previous 
quarter; for the first half-year the volume was the 
same as in 1935. 

Average values of exports of manufactures were 
rather higher last quarter than a year earlier, but were 
19 per cent. lower than six years ago. For the manu- 
factured oils groups, average values rose by 9 per cent. 
compared with a year ago and increases of 6 per 
cent. were recorded for machinery and non-ferrous 
metals and of 5 per cent. for iron and steel. 
Machinery was the only group to show an increase in 
average values (4 per cent.) compared with six years 
Average values for the class as a whole were 
the same as in the previous quarter. 


GERMANY 
RECENT ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS 


With a professed attitude of being equally opposed 
to deflationary and inflationary measures, the Govern- 
ment embarked in 1933-34 upon an active policy for 
the creation of work, which in 1934 evolved into, and 
in 1985 was chiefly manifest in industry in the form 
of, Government orders for re-armament purposes, 
‘writes the Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy 
t Berlin. The initial intention of the authorities was 
to infuse new life into industrial activity by stimu- 
lating the demand for renewals and capital invest- 
ment, since it was realised that a lasting economic 
improvement could only be achieved through the 
expansion of private initiative and not from an in- 
teased activity of the State itself in business. In 
1985, however, Government orders were still esti- 
mated to account for two-thirds of total expenditure 
® investment goods as against only one-fifth of this 
amount in 1928, while private industrial activity would 
ppear to have remained chiefly, though not exclu- 
sively, limited to the erection of new plant for the pro- 
uction of raw materials, 

As a result of this drive on the part of the Govern- 
ment, the total number of registered unemployed was 
reduced from over six million at the beginning of 1938 
0 1:7 million by the end of August, 1935, when an

increase set in which was largely seasonal and raised 
the figure again to over 2°5 million in January, 1936. 
It must be borne in mind, however, that a considerable 
portion of this reduction was due to the absorption of 
unemployed into the Army and Party formations, as 
well as to the fact that members of the Labour Service 
and of certain other groups are no longer classified as 
unemployed. Again, the effect of these employment 
schemes was strongest naturally in the initial stages, 
that is to say up to the middle of 1934, so that com- 
mercial improvement was much more noticeable in 
1934 than in 1935. 

An outstanding feature of the National-Socialist 
programme for the creation of work was its extra- 
ordinary variety coupled with the wide range of 
measures which were introduced. In addition to the 
issue of public contracts for the building industry, the 
construction of roads and waterways and land reclama- 
tion schemes, private activity was encouraged by the 
grant of subsidies, loans, and alleviation, or remission, 
of taxation. There were such market-priming 
measures as subsidies to house owners for the repair 
and redecoration of their property, marriage loans to 
young couples for the purchase of household goods, 
and the abolition of taxation on private motor cars. In 
addition to these reflationary measures the Govern- 
ment took steps to improve conditions in the labour 
market, and enacted measures such as the compulsory 
employment of young workers in agriculture, the

prohibition of migration to certain large towns, and the 
substitution of male for female labour wherever 
possible. 

Propaganda, combined with the far-reaching and 
powerful influence exerted on the population through 
the ramifications of National-Socialist organisations, 
was also brought into play and assisted materially in 
furtherance of the Government’s plans. 

An additional task was laid upon the authorities by 
the necessity for providing work in the Saar Territory 
after its transfer to the Reich on March 1, 1935. The 
loss of the French market and the higher German cost 
of living caused considerable difficulties which could 
only be overcome through Government assistance. 


THE Home Market 


A natural result of the extensive re-armament pro- 
gramme was a boom in the iron and steel, non-ferrous 
metal, engineering, cement, shipbuilding and auto- 
mobile industries, but production of goods for con- 
sumption lagged behind. The consumption goods in- 
dustries profited only temporarily from the expansion 
of business arising from the provision of party organisa- 
tions with uniforms and clothing, from furniture pur- 
chases, etc., resulting from the marriage loans, and 
from the textile hoarding panic which broke out in the 
autumn of 1934, when the public began to fear a scar- 
city of raw materials. From the beginning of 1935 
onwards the absence of any appreciable rise in the 
normal purchasing power of the population and the 
indubitably increased cost of living due chiefly to the 
enhanced prices of foodstuffs caused a setback in busi- 
ness which was aggravated by insufficient supplies of 
certain raw materials. 


EXcHANGE RESTRICTIONS 


Export trade has not responded to the efforts 
of the Government towards economic regenera- 
tion as much as the home industries. Costs of pro- 
duction in Germany are too high to admit of successful 
competition in foreign markets without some kind of 
subsidy. Quotas and exchange restrictions, coupled 
with psychological factors such as the Jewish boycott, 
have created further difficulties. Again, the boom on 
the home market has increased the need for raw 
materials which have to be imported by Germany. 
Ever since December, 1933, German imports have 
either exceeded exports in value or have left an in- 
significant exports surplus to swell the balance of pay- 
ments margin from which provision had to be made for 
the service of the foreign debt and other financial pay- 
ments in so far as these were not subject to a transfer 
moratorium. Further restrictions in the allotment of 
foreign exchange to imports, together with a control 
over the import and utilisation of a number of raw 
materials, were resorted to in the spring and summer 
of 1934, but these measures proved inadequate to 
check the accumulation of foreign indebtedness arising 
from the import of goods, some of which were con- 
sidered by the German authorities to be superfluous 
and, under prevailing circumstances, even undesirable. 
Towards the end of September, 1934, far-reaching 
measures had to be resorted to under the so-called 
New Plan. 

This scheme provided for a control of all imports, 
with a view to their limitation to such quantities as 
could be paid for by exports or from the proceeds of 
the sale of exports, and efforts were directed towards 
the restriction of imports to such raw materials as 
were necessary for the execution of the national 
schemes of work creation and re-armament and for the 
maintenance or furtherance of the export trade. 

It was of course impossible for the authors of this 
New Plan to adhere strictly and in every instance to 
their own principles since the provisions of existing 
commercial treaties and clearing agreements had to be 
considered. Nevertheless, the Plan may be said to 
have been so successful in that it has kept the 
economic machine working in the service of national 


policy. 
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CLEARING AGREEMENTS 


Under existing conditions and regulations, compen. 
sation transactions of all kinds have tended to confine 
the exchange of goods more and more to bi-latergl 
transactions, so that most-favoured-nation treaty 
clauses have lost much of their importance. By the 
end of 1935, 31 countries had come to some sort of 
Payments or Clearing Agreement with Germany; 6 
per cent. of German foreign trade was then regulated 
in this way; and it has been authoritatively stated that 
the yield of free foreign exchange only amounted to 
20 per cent. of total German exports in 1935. 


Clearing Agreements have not been wholly success. 
ful. Apart from the delays and inconvenience caused 
by the central clearing machinery in the different 
countries, they have often meant dearer imports for 
Germany and interference with the free interchange of 
goods between individual importers and exporters. On 
the whole they have tended to slow down international 
trade. 


Owing to the introduction of the Anglo-German pay. 
ments Agreement in November, 1934, these evils have 
fortunately not recently been apparent ‘a the sphere 
of Anglo-German trade. Under this arrangement 4 
normal proportion of trade between the two countries 
was facilitated by providing for the allotment of a 
definite monthly quota of foreign exchange for the pay. 
ment of British goods, this quota being based on the 
value of German exports to the United Kingdom in 
the penultimate month. 


In the summer of 1935, an extended scheme of ex- 
port subsidies with a view to enhancing the competitive 
possibilities of German exports took the place of the 
old and exhausted serip subsidy scheme. The necessary 
funds for the new scheme were obtained from German 
industrial concerns by means of a levy. At the same 
time the use of Register marks, Sperr marks and 
various other kinds of blocked or clearing marks, all of 
them at a discount to purchasers of German goods, 
was also continued as a measure of subsidy to exports, 


Cost of production has all along been a matter of 
great concern to the Government, but it has not been 
possible to avoid a rising tendency necessitated in the 
main by the increased cost both of certain domestic 
and imported raw materials. The advantages gained 
from the spreading of overhead costs over increased 
production had in most cases come to an end already 
in 1934, by which time industrial concerns were ap- 
proaching their highest level of output. While in many 
cases German goods were saleable only at unprofitable 
prices on foreign markets, payment in excess of 
ordinary world prices was often made for imports into 
Germany through barter transactions profitable to pro- 
moters but unprofitable to the German consumer. — 


ForreiGN TRADE 


German foreign trade in 1935 showed an excess of 
exports over imports of 111 million R.mks. as against 
an adverse balance of 284 million R.mks. in 1984, but 
the 1935 result was mainly due to a shrinkage of import 
values. Import and export values in Reichsmarks, how- 
ever, are not a reliable guide for assessing Germat 
foreign trade for the following reasons: little trade is 
actually done in Reichsmarks in cash; Reichsmark 
transactions through clearing accounts are credited at 
fixed rates although the clearing account marks may 
have been bought or sold abroad at a discount; and 
the gold standard of the Reichsmark in foreign trade 
is only partially maintained. 


In volume, however, Germany’s foreign trade has 
increased between 1934 and 1935 and, as the President 
of the Reichsbank pointed out to the Bremen Chamber 
of Commerce at the end of February, 1936, the problem 
with which they were faced was not one of money 
but of goods. Judged by this criterion the Schacht 
Plan has been so far successful in that it has ens 
for Germany the necessary supply of raw materials.

An increase of sales abroad to yield free exchange is, 
of course, very desirable for Germany, but the countries 
from which such free exchange is available are now very 
few. 


The President of the Reichsbank has repeatedly de- 
dared that the stability of the free Reichsmark is a 
mainstay of German economic policy, since in his 
opinion a devaluation of the currency will not help 
Germany out of her difficulties. Government control 
of money exchange has steadily increased in stringency. 


Owing to an increasing tendency for the export of 
certain foodstuffs and raw materials, including textiles, 
on, non-ferrous metals, rubber, hides and skins and 
oils, the Government prohibited the exports of these 
goods in November, 1935. It was officially stated that 
such exports were contrary to German economic in- 
terests, particularly as world market prices of most 
products showed an upward trend and replacement 
could only be effected by utilising additional foreign 
exchange. 


PRICES 


The Section of the Report under review dealing with 
natural resources contains a detailed account of the 
remarkable efforts to increase the German home sup- 
plies of raw materials and foodstuffs with a view to 
approaching self-sufficiency in these products. Ex- 
perience would, however, seem to show that progress 
in this respect, and particularly in so far as agriculture 
is concerned, can only be slow. In 1935 domestic 
food supplies covered the total requirements to the 
extent of some 80 per cent. (85 per cent. if the substan- 
tial imports of fodder are not taken into account). This 
result has been achieved by the protection and pro- 
motion of agriculture to an unprecedented extent and 
at the expense of other sections of the population, 
the burden falling perhaps more severely upon the 
working classes, who have had to spend a larger 
share of income on food. Farmers, however, 
assisted by higher prices for their products, have 
contributed to the general economic revival through 
increased orders given for agricultural machinery, 
fertilisers, etc. With regard to prices other than those 
of agricultural produce, the principle has always been 
maintained that the success of the programmes for the 
creation of work was not to be endangered by violent 
price fluctuations, but that a maximum production 
and turnover was to be achieved in order to secure 
lasting employment for as many persons as possible. 
The tendency of prices to rise during a boom was to 
be opposed just as much as price cutting. The task 
of eliminating both called for numerous measures— 
including the appointment of a price controller—chiefly 
in connection with the supervision of cartel arrange- 
ments. Thus, wherever it seemed necessary, outsiders 
wera affiliated to compulsory cartels and in many 
branches the erection of new plant and the extension 
of existing undertakings was prohibited in order that 
dissipation of capital resources should be minimised. 
The Government has, therefore, been attempting to 
exercise control with a view on the one hand to hinder- 
ing undue profits and on the other to preventirg 
tuinous losses,

KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 
EXEMPTIONS: QUESTION OF RENEWAL 


The question of the renewal of the Safeguarding of 
Industries (Exemptions) No. 7 Order, 1935, No. 1 
Order, 1936, No. 2 Order, 1936, No. 5 Order, 1936, 
and No. 8 Order, 1936, made under Section 10 (5) of 
the Finance Act, 1926, is now under consideration by 
the Board of Trade. The articles covered by these 
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Orders, which exempt them from Key Industry duty

The net increase between 1914 and 1936 in the world’s 
steam and motor tonnage was 16,976,000 tons, equal to 374 
per cent. of such tonnage in existence in 1914, and the net 
addition since 1925 amounts to 1,625,000 tons, equal to 24 
per cent. of the tonnage at 1925. 


There has actually been a net decrease since June, 1914, ia 
the tonnage belonging to Great Britain and Ireland of 
1,709,000 tons, or 9-0 per cent. of the tonnage owned it 
1914, whereas the aggregate increase of tonnage owned it 
other countries during the same period represents more 
than 76 per cent. of the pre-war tonnage owned abroad. 
Notwithstanding increases of 2,352,000 tons from June, 
1921, to June, 1925, and of 702,000 tons since June, 192, 
the present totals for Germany are still 1,427,000 tons below 
those for June, 1914. 


Sartina VEssELs, Non-PRoPELLED Barges, Ere. 


The reduction in the tonnage of sailing vessels and not- 
propelled barges, etc., since pre-war times, say, June, 1914, 
amounts to about 2,905,000 tons gross. The present pr 
portion of such tonnage to the world’s total tonnage is 
than 2 per cent. Of the world’s tonnage of such sailing 
vessels and barges, 570,000 tons (53:8 per cent. of the total) 
are now under the United States flag, and the other countries 


which still have an appreciable amount of similar tonnage

are Great Britain and Ireland, 103,000 tons; Canada, 65,000 
ions; Finland, 56,000 tons; Italy, 41,000 tons; and France, 
99,000 tons. 

If barges such as are generally towed, and other craft in- 
duded in the sailing tonnage because not fitted with engines 
for self-propulsion, be excluded, the world tonnage of real 
sailing vessels amounts only to some 374,000 tons, of which 
97,000 tons (25-9 per cent. of the total) are owned in the United 
States, 56,000 tons are owned in Finland, 41,000 tons in 
Italy, 18,000 tons in France, 15,000 tons in Portugal, 14,000 
tons in Peru, and only 10,000 tons in Great Britain and Ire- 
jand. It may be of interest to state that there are still in 
existence 9 sailing vessels of between 3,000 and 3,400 tons 
gross each. 


S1zE AND AGE OF STEAMERS AND MororsHIPs 


A considerable increase has taken place in recent years in 
the number of sea-going steamers and motorships of 4,000 
tons and above. In 1914 there were 3,608 such vessels, and 
now the number reaches 6,075, of which 496 are of 10,000 
tons and above, including 71 of 20,000 tons each and up- 
wards. Of the 496 vessels, 238 are under the British flag. 
Over one-half of the total number of steamers and motor- 
ships recorded in Lloyd’s Register Book are of less than 
1,000 tons each. 


Of the motorships now in existence in the world there are 
1,353 of 4,000 tons and above; 265 of them are between 8,000 
and 10,000 tons each, and 152 are of 10,000 tons and 
upwards. 

There are 2,264 vessels less than five years old, with a 
tonnage representing 7-7 per cent. of the total steam and 
motor tonnage. Vessels of 25 years and over amount to 
9,158, with an average tonnage of 1,247 tons, as compared 
with 2,174 tons for those under five years of age. Of the 
1,168 vessels of 8,000 tons and upwards now in existence, 
151 have been built during the last five years. 


Of the tonnage owned in Great Britain and Ireland, 9-6 
per cent. is less than five years old. The countries having 
the largest proportion of new tonnage (less than five years 
old) are Australia and New Zealand together with 15-1 per 
cent., Norway with 12-6 per cent., Japan with 12-6 per 
cent., France with 12-3 per cent., and Denmark with 11-1 
per cent. On the other hand, among the principal maritime 
countries, Holland has but 8-8 per cent., Germany 8.0 per 
cent., Spain 66 per cent., Sweden 6-3 per cent., Italy 58 
per cent.; while of the United States sea-going tonnage 
only 2-9 per cent. and of Greek tonnage less than 0-5 per 
cent. is under five years old. 


Of the tonnage registered in Great Britain and Ireland, 
818 per cent. is under 20 years old and 59-0 per cent. is 
under 15 years old; while the corresponding percentages for 
the tonnage owned abroad are 68-5 and 36-3 per cent. 


The size-group of vessels with the largest aggregate of 
tonnage is that from 4,000 to 6,000 tons each, comprising 
17,396,000 tons, equal to 27-2 per cent. of the world’s total 
seam and motor tonnage. The big liners, e.g. those of 
15,000 tons each and upwards, represent only 5-7 per cent. 
of the total tonnage; it may be noted, however, that up- 
wards of 46 per cent. of such liner tonnage is registered in 
Great Britain and Ireland.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN MAY 


The trade returns of British India for the month of May, 
1936, as compared with the preceding month, showed de- 
creases in the values of imports, exports and re-exports, 
states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner 
at Calcutta from the Director-General of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics. 


The value of imports of private merchandise totalled Rs. 
10,05 lakhs, a decrease of Rs. 8 lakhs as compared with the 
preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and manufac- 
tures decreased by Rs. 75 lakhs from Rs. 14,96 lakhs in April, 
1936, to Rs. 14,21 lakhs in the month under report. Re-exports 
also dropped by Rs. 4 lakhs and amounted to Rs. 30 lakhs. 
The comparison of the trade figures for May, 1936, and the 
two months April and May, 1936, with those of the pre- 
ceding month and the corresponding periods of last year, is

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in May, 1936, was Rs. 5,53 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 7,16 lakhs 
in April, 1936, and Rs. 5,48 lakhs in May, 1935. During the 
two months ended May, 1936, the visible balance of trade 
in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 12,70 lakhs in favour 
of India, as compared with Rs. 6,22 lakhs in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. The balance of remittances 
of funds in May, 1936, was minus Rs. 1,36 lakhs and in the 
two months ended May, 1936, minus Rs. 6,11 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with May, 1935, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco in May, 1936, decreased by Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 88 
lakhs, raw materials by Rs. 25 lakhs to Rs. 1,79 lakhs and 
manufactured articles by Rs. 1,47 lakhs to Rs. 7,17 lakhs. 

Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of rice not in the 
husk advanced by 1,600 tons to 2,100 tons in quantity and 
by Rs. 1,25,000 to Rs. 1,72,000 in value. Sugar, 16 D.S. and 
above (including beet), showed a decrease of 13,200 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 12 lakhs in value and amounted to 
2,400 tons, valued at Rs. 2 lakhs in May, 1936. Salt showed 
a marked improvement from 18,000 to 55,000 tons in quan- 
tity and from Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 8 lakhs in value. 


Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil rose by 1-4 
million gallons to 6-2 million gallons in quantity, but de- 
clined in value by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 13 lakhs. Imports of 
mineral oils other than kerosene dropped to 15-7 million 
gallons, valued at Rs. 35 lakhs, which meant a decline of 
0-5 million gallons in quantity and of Rs. 1 lakh in value. 
Raw cotton (chiefly imported from East Africa and Egypt) 
showed a decrease of 5,400 tons in quantity and of Rs. 52 
lakhs in value and stood at 6,800 tons, valued at Rs. 61 
lakhs. 


Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn 
Twist and yarn de- 
creased from 3-1 to 2-8 million Ibs. in quantity and from 
Rs. 29 lakhs to Rs. 22 lakhs in value. Under cotton piece- 
goods, all the three descriptions showed decreases; grey 
goods fell from 35-5 millions yards to 23-9 million yards in 
quantity and from Rs. 44 lakhs to Rs. 30 lakhs in value, 
white goods from 31 million yards to 18 million yards and 
from Rs. 55 lakhs to Rs. 37 lakhs, and coloured goods from 
37 million yards to 24 million yards and from Rs. 66 Jakhs 
to Rs. 44 lakhs. The number of motor cars imported 
amounted to 653 and that of motor lorries, buses and vans 
to 660, as against 1,363 and 664, respectively, in May, 1935. 
The value of motor cars imported in May, 1936, amounted 
to Rs. 13 lakhs and that of motor lorries, buses and vans to 
Rs. 8 lakhs, as compared with Rs. 24 lakhs and Rs. 12 lakhs, 
respectively, in the corresponding month of the preceding 
year. There were noticeable increases under copra or coco- 
nut kernel (+ Rs. 7 lakhs), precious stones and_ pearls, 
unset (+ Rs. 5 lakhs), cotton machinery (+ Rs. 4 lakhs), 
and rayon piece-goods (+ Rs. 3 lakhs), while there 
were decreases under copper, wrought (— Rs. 12 lakhs), 
hardware (— Rs. 5 lakhs) and yellow metal for sheathing 
(brass, bronze, etc.), and silk piece-goods (— Rs. 4 lakhs 
each). 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with May, 1935, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in May, 1936, decreased by Rs. 75 lakhs to Rs. 2,38 
lakhs. Shipments of rice not in the husk fell heavily from 
249,000 tons to 112,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 1,88 
lakhs to Rs. 87 lakhs in value. Exports of barley dwindled 
from 697 tons to only 9 tons in quantity and from Rs. 42,000 
to Rs. 500 in value. On the other hand, shipments of wheat 
improved from 175 tons to 525 tons in quantity and from 
Rs. 28,000 to Rs. 57,000 in value. Dispatches of coffee in- 
creased from 31,000 cwts. to 35,000 ewts. in quantity, but 
the value declined from Rs. 144 lakhs to Rs. 132 lakhs. 
Exports of tea rose from 9-3 million lbs. to 11-9 million Ibs. 
in quantity and from Rs. 66 lakhs to Rs. 90 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw tobacco improved from 1-5 million Jbs. to 
2-6 million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 6 lakhs to Rs. 11

spices. 

Raw materials and produce, exported, decreased by 
Rs. 48 lakhs to Rs. 7,97 lakhs. Under this group, shipments 
of raw cotton declined from 79,600 tons to 71,200 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 4,53 lakhs to Rs, 4,09 lakhs in value. 
Of the total shipments of 71,200 tons, Japan, the largest 
purchaser, took 44,700 tons, or 63 per cent.; the United 
Kingdom 9,400 tons, or 13 per cent., Belgium 4,200 tons, 
Germany 3,200 tons, France 2,200 tons, China 2,100 tons, 
and the United States 1,200 tons, the remainder being dis- 
patched mainly to Poland, Italy, the Netherlands and Spain. 
Consignments of raw jute decreased from 66,000 tons to 
52,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 1,08 lakhs to Rs. 96 
lakhs in value. Exports of lac rose from 45,000 ewts. to 
58,000 cwts. in quantity, but showed a slight decline in 
value from Rs. 15,9 lakhs to Rs. 15,5 lakhs. Shipments of 
oilseeds advanced from 63,000 tons to 89,000 tons in quan- 
tity and from Rs. 94 lakhs to Rs. 1,30 lakhs in value. Dis- 
patches of groundnuts increased from 24,000 tons to 38,000 
tons in quantity and from Rs. 42 lakhs to-Rs. 58 lakhs in 
value. Linseed also advanced from 30,000 tons, valued at 
Rs. 40 lakhs, to 37,000 tons, valued at Rs. 53 lakhs. Rape- 
seed showed considerable improvement from 1,200 tons, 
valued at Rs. 12 lakhs, to 5,900 tons, valued at Rs. 8 lakhs. 
Sesamum (til or jinjili) increased from 121 tons, valued at 
Rs. 41,000, to 223 tons, valued at Rs. 45,000. Shipments of 
castor seed, however, fell from 6,500 tons to 5,700 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 8} lakhs to Rs. 74 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw skins declined from 2,600 tons, valued at 
Rs. 33 lakhs, to 1,400 tons, valued at Rs. 21 lakhs. Dis- 
patches of raw hides also decreased from 2,600 tons, valued 
at Rs. 12} lakhs, to 1,800 tons, valued at Rs. 10 lakhs. 
Exports of raw wool dropped from 5-1 millions lbs., valued 
at Rs. 20} lakhs, to 3-5 million lbs., valued at Rs. 16} lakhs. 
Exports of teak wood more than doubled and amounted to 
5,700 cubic tons, valued at Rs. 12 lakhs. Shipments of 
wolfram ore advanced from 574 tons to 838 tons in quan- 
tity, but the value declined by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs. 
Exports of manganese ore dropped heavily from 84,000 tons 
to 27,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 144 lakhs to Rs. 5} 
lakhs in value. There was also a decrease of Rs. 3 lakhs 
under fodder, bran and pollards. 


Manufactured goods increased by Rs. 39 lakhs to Rs. 3,65 
lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth exported improved from 
87-3 million to 130-4 million and the value from Rs. 89 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,22 lakhs. Dispatches of jute bags fell from 43-5 
millions to 40-6 millions in number and from Rs. 1,01 
lakhs to Rs. 90 lakhs in value. Exports of tanned hides and 
skins improved in quantity from 1,500 tons to 1,900 tons and 
in value from Rs. 36 lakhs to Rs. 51 lakhs. Exports of 
cotton piece-goods rose slightly from 4-4 million yards to 
4-5 million yards in quantity, but the value fell from Rs. 13} 
lakhs to Rs. 12¢ lakhs. Paraffin wax dropped from 3,600 
tons, valued at Rs. 15 lakhs, to 2,600 tons, valued at Rs. 11 
lakhs. There was also a decline of about Rs. 4 lakhs in the 
shipments of myrobalans. 


TRADE witH Foreign Countries: SHIPPING MovEMENT 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports stood at 38 
per cent., as in May, 1935, but her share in exports in- 
creased from 24 per cent. to 27 per cent. The shares of 
Germany, Japan and the United States in the month under 
report were 10, 16 and 7 per cent., respectively, under 
imports, and 4, 20 and 10 per cent. under exports. 


The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of May, 1936, 
amounted to 669,000 and 722,000, respectively. The corre- 
sponding figures were returned at 647,000 and 746,000 in 
April, 1936, and 683,000 and 793,000 a year ago. During 
the two months ended May, 1936, the tonnage of vessels that 
entered and cleared with cargoes amounted, respectively, to 
1,316,000 and 1,468,000, as compared with 1,399,000 and 
1,546,000 in the corresponding period of the preceding year.

EXEMPTION FROM CERTAIN DUTIES OF 
GOODS IMPORTED FOR PURPOSES 
CONNECTED WITH SCIENCE, ART OR SPORT 

1. Law.—Section 8 of the Finance Act, 1936, provides that 

(1) If the Import Duties Advisory Committee are 

satisfied, on the application of the importer of any 
goods, that— 

(a) the goods are intended to be used in scientific 
research, or for a purpose connected with the ad- 
vancement of any branch of learning or art or with 
the promotion of any sport; and 

(b) the goods are not intended to be sold, or to be 
used for any purpose which is substantially a 
commercial purpose ; 

they may, if in view of all the circumstances of the 
case they deem it expedient so to do, make a recom- 
mendation to the Treasury either— 

(i) that the goods should be allowed to be imported 
without payment of any duty to which this section 
applies; or 

(ii) that, if any such duty has been paid in respect 
of the goods, it should be repaid on the exportation 
of the goods, or should be repaid whether the goods 
are exported or not; 


and the Treasury may, after consultation with the Board 
of Trade, by licence authorise the importation of the 
goods, or, subject to such conditions as the Commis- 
sioners of Customs and Excise may impose for the pro- 
tection of the revenue, the repayment of duty, in 
accordance with the recommendation. 
(2) No recommendation shall be made under this 
section— 
(a) in respect of any goods imported before the 
passing of this Act; or 
(b) in respect of any goods, unless an application 
for the recommendation is made before the delivery 
of the goods to the importer. 


(3) A recommendation under this section may be made 
in respect of any consignments of goods specified there- 
in, or in respect of all consignments of goods of a class 
or description specified in the recommendation which are 
imported by the applicant during such period as may be 
so specified, and the licence may be issued accordingly. 


(4) This section shall apply to the duties of Customs 
chargeable under Part I of the Import Duties Act, 1932, 
and the duties of Customs chargeable on silk or arti- 
ficial silk or articles made wholly or in part of silk or 
artificial silk. 


. Licences.—Licences will be of two kinds, viz. :— 


(a) licences authorising the exemption from, or repay- 
ment of, duty without requiring the goods to be 
re-exported ; 

(b) licences authorising repayment of duty subject to 
the re-exportation of the goods. 


A licence may cover one consignment of goods only or a 
series of consignments. Duty must be paid in all cases under 
(b) and in each case under (a) where the licence is not pro- 
duced prior to delivery of the goods out of Customs charge. 


3. Presentation of licences to the Customs.— 


(i) Licences issued before the goods are entered with 
the Customs must be presented with the Customs entry 
for the goods. In the case of licences under para- 
graph (2) (a) above the entry is to be marked ‘‘ Claim 
exempt from duty under the Import Duties Act, 193

is to be marked ‘‘ Claim repayment of duty under the 
Import Duties Act, 1932 (and/or silk duty) on re- 
exportation of the goods.

(ii) Licences issued after the goods have been entered 
with the Customs should be presented to the Customs as

soon as possible after they are received from the 
Treasury. 

(iii) In the case of postal importations below a certain 
value a Customs entry may not be required, in such 
cases the licence should be presented to the Customs 
when the claim for exemption is made. 


4. Licences covering more than one consignment of goods, 
—Licences covering more than one consignment of goods will 
be endorsed by the Customs with particulars of each consign. 
ment imported (and, if necessary, re-exported) and will then 
be returned to the importer or his agent for presentation 
with further entries. When all the goods covered by the 
licence have been imported (and, if necessary, re-exported) 
the licence must be surrendered for retention by the 
Customs. 


5. epayment of duty.—Repayment of duty will be sub. 
ject to production of a Treasury licence authorising repay. 
ment and to compliance with the conditions in the following 
paragraphs. 

6. Declaration in the case of goods for which no licence 
has been issued at the time of entry.—Where application for 
recommendation for a licence has been made (or will be 
made before the delivery of the goods out of Customs charge) 
but a licence has not been issued at the time of entry for 
delivery of the goods out of Customs charge, the importer 
or his authorised agent must make a declaration in the 
following terms on the entry for the goods :— 


‘‘T declare that application has been made (or will 
be made before the goods are delivered out of Customs 
charge) to the Import Duties Advisory Committee for a 
recommendation for a licence under Section 8 of the 
Finance Act, 1936, in respect of the goods described in 
this entry.” 


If a Treasury Licence is subsequently issued the duty will 
be repaid in such eases provided any conditions attached to 
the issue of the licence have been complied with. 


7. Procedure on exportation in cases where the repayment 
authorised by the licence is conditional on the re-exportation 
of the goods (see paragraph 2 (b) ). 


(i) Before the goods are exported they must be pro- 
duced to an Officer of Customs and Excise for examina- 
tion and the exporter must produce with the goods 

(a) the relative Treasury licence, 

(b) a shipping bill in duplicate (Form No. 182 
(Sale) or, in the case of goods to be exported by post, 
Form No. 133 (Sale) ) suitably amended and bearing 
a declaration that the goods are identical with those 
imported under the licence. 


(ii) Goods for exportation otherwise than by post must 
be produced for examination either at the port of 
exportation or, subject to due notice being given and to 
payment of a charge for the Officer’s attendance, at the 
exporter’s premises. Goods examined at the exporter’s 
premises must be produced to the Officer at the port of 
exportation prior to shipment. 


(iii) Goods for exportation by pest must be examined 
at the exporter’s premises and the shipping bill (Form 
No. 133 (Sale) ) containing a certificate of posting must 
be returned with the least possible delay to the Officer 
who examined the goods.

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS TO BE FURNISHED 


1. Particulars to be furnished.—In accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of the Debts Clearing Offices and [mport 
Restrictions Act, 1934, and the Clearing Office (Italy) Order, 
1936,:made by the Treasury thereunder, the Anglo-Italian 
Clearing Office has been established, and every person must 
on importation into the United Kingdom of Italian goods 
(see paragraph 2 below) on and after July 15, 1936, furnish 
to the Commissioners of Customs and Excise particulars of 
the goods and of the debt due in respect thereof. The parti- 
eulars are to be furnished by completing the prescribed Clear-

ing Office forms (A.I.C.O. Forms 1 and 2) which may be 
obtained from any Collector or Surveyor of Customs. 


9. Definition of Italian Goods.—Subject to the exceptions 
mentioned in paragraph 9, the particulars must be fur- 
nished in respect of goods of Italian origin, i.e. goods 
grown, produced or manufactured in Italy (which for this 

pose includes Sicily and Sardinia), irrespective of the 
country from which they are consigned. All goods consigned 
from Italy are deemed to be of Italian origin in the absence 
of proof in the prescribed form (as to which see para- 
graphs 5-8) that they were not grown, produced or manu- 
factured there. Goods partly manufactured in Italy and 
partly manufactured in some other country are deemed to be 
oods manufactured in Italy in the absence of proof in 
the prescribed form that 25 per cent. or more of the value 
of the goods at the time of their exportation to the United 
Kingdom is attributable to processes of manufacture under- 
gone since the goods last left Italy. 


3. Date of first operation.—The Clearing Office forms 
must be completed in respect of imported Italian goods 
which are entered with the Customs after midnight of 
July 14-15, 1936. 


4, Entry and Clearing Office Forms.—The goods must be 
entered on the appropriate form of Customs entry, ad 
valorem, specific, free or warehousing (as the case may be). 
The two Clearing Office forms (A.I.C.O. Forms 1 and 2) are 
to be completed by the importer or his duly authorised agent, 
Form 2 being detached and retained by him, and Form 1 
being presented with the entry. Form 1 should be signed 
by the importer or his duly authorised agent. The Clearing 
Office forms are supplied in sets of two in order that they 
may be completed simultaneously. 

In all cases, a copy of the invoice should be attached to 
A.I.C.O. Form 1 for the use of the Clearing Office unless a 
copy of the Account Sales will be supplied to the Clearing 
Office. The importer should indicate on the form under 
“Remarks ’? whether or not a copy of the invoice is 
attached. 


5. Goods from Italy claimed to be exempt by reason of 
origin.—All claims to exemption from the operation of the 
Order by reason of origin must be supported by the following 
evidence, viz. :— 

A. a declaration on the entry (see paragraphs 6-7), 
and 


B. a certificate of origin (see paragraph 8). 


6. Declarations on entries.—Entries for goods consigned 
from Italy claimed to be exempt by reason of origin must 
bear a declaration as to the origin of the goods concerned 
as follows :— 


‘*T declare that the goods shown in this entry were 
not grown, produced or manufactured in Italy.” 


7. Declarations on entries—how to be made.—The declara- 
tion may be written, stamped or typed either on the face of 
the entry (anywhere above the Declarant’s signature) or on 
the back; in the latter case the endorsed declaration must 
be signed by the person signing the entry, and the declara- 
tion on the face must include the following :— 


““T declare that the statements endorsed on the back 
hereof are true.’”’ 


Declarations will be accepted— 


(1) from the actual importer, if an individual, or from 
a clerk in his employment, if duly authorised in writing ; 


(2) in the case of a private company, or firm, from one 
of the partners or from a clerk in their employment, if 
duly authorised in writing; 


(3) in the case of a limited company, from any director 
or from the secretary, without authorisation under the 
seal of the company, or from any other officer of the 
company, if duly authorised by any director or by the 
secretary ; 


(4) from a firm carrying on business as shipping or 
forwarding agents, to whom the importer has given the 
necessary authority in writing to act as his agent for 
Customs purposes; such authority will be taken to have 
given the agent implied authority to carry out all the 
business in the usual way by his clerks or servants. 


Letters of authority, which may be general, or limited to 
Specific importations, will be accepted, if executed— 


(a) by a person who is competent under (1), (2) and 
(3) above, to make the declaration by himelf ; or 
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(b) by a person who is specially authorised to issue 
such letters by a document executed in the same manner 
as would be required if he were being authorised to make 
the declaration. 


Where an entry is presented by a clerk or other officer in 
the employment of an importer or of an authorised firm 
of shipping or forwarding agents, the declaration on the 
entry must bear the declarant’s full signature and descrip- 
tion, e.g. ‘‘ A.B., Clerk to X and Co.” and not merely ‘“‘ X 
and Co.’’ or ‘“‘ X and Co., pp. A. B.”’ 


8. Certificates of origin.—Certificates of origin in the form 
printed as Appendix A are required in the case of goods con- 
signed from Italy claimed to be exempt by reason of origin. 
Certificates must be given either by the appropriate British 
Consular authority or by one of the organisations enumer- 
ated in Appendix B. 


9. Exemptions.—The following goods are exempt from 
the operation of the Order and the Clearing Office forms 
need not be completed in respect of them :— 


(i) Goods with regard to which it is proved to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners that the value thereof 
does not exceed £3 and that such goods are not included 
in the same consignment or order with other goods: 


(ii) Goods which are proved to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners to have been imported solely for the pur- 
pose of re-exportation after transit through the United 
Kingdom or by way of transhipment : 


(iii) Motor cars temporarily imported under the 
Motor Cars (Temporary Importation) Regulations, 
1925: 

(iv) Articles which are shown to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners to have been awarded abroad to any 
person for distinction in art, literature, science or sport, 
or for public service, or otherwise as a record of meri- 
torious achievement or conduct, and to be imported by 
or on behalf of that person: 


(v) Commercial travellers’ samples.

1. Charge of Key Industry Duty on composite goods 
chargeable with duty under the Import Duties Act, 1932,— 
Where composite goods which contain parts or ingredients 
liable to Key Industry duty are liable as a whole to duty 
under the Import Duties Act, 1932, the latter duty will be 
chargeable in full and Key Industry duty in respect of those 
parts or ingredients will be charged only in so far as its 
amount exceeds the amount of the other duty. 

This alteration in the basis of charge will apply to any 
composite goods affected which are imported, or are delivered 
from bonded warehouse as the case may be, after the Finance 
Act, 1936, becomes law.

PRESERVED MEATS AND LARD 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’”’ of July 15 contains a Decree, 
dated July 14, by which a special fee of 50 centimes per 
kilog. is imposed in respect of licences for the import into 
Belgium of frozen beef, mutton and pork (Tariff No. 2b 1-3) 
during the period July 14 to October 31, 1936.

FRANCE 


DUTY ON CERTAIN PHOTOGRAPHIC 
APPARATUS INCREASED: RESTRICTIONS 
. WITHDRAWN 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of July 9 contains a 
Decree, dated June 30, which increases the Customs duty on 
material and plant for reproduction by photogravure, photo- 
type, heliogravure and die-sinking (ex Tariff No. 635 bis) 
from 12 to 20 per cent. ad valorem (under the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ 
Tariff). 

Goods of the above kind proved to have been sent, direct 
to France before July 9 and declared for consumption with- 
out having been warehoused will be admitted at the former 
rate of duty. 

Restrictions withdrawn.—The Decree also provides for the 
withdrawal of the restrictions on the above kind of photo- 
graphic apparatus. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN CHERRIES 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ” of July 11 announces 
that, as an exceptional measure, licences for the importa- 
tion into France of black cherries for making cherry brandy 
will be granted to importers who apply to the Ministry of 
Agriculture (Direction de l’agriculture, 6e bureau), 78, rue 
de Varenne, Paris, stating their name, profession and 
address, the Custom House through which the goods will 
be cleared, and the place where they will be used.

The French “ Journal Officiel’’ of July 12 contains g 
Decree of June 30, which raises the following new heading 
(Tariff No. 441) in the French Customs Tariff to cover 
certain interlinings (‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff duties only arg 
quoted), viz. :— 

Tariff No. 441—Tissues known as interlinings (‘‘ entretoiles”’ or 
“‘toiles-tailleur’’) for use solely in lining of wool or other 
animal hair, or of these materials mixed with one another, 
mixed with any proportion of cotton, or mixed with 
horsehair in a proportion of less than 50 per cent. of the 
total weight, excluding all other textile materials :— 

With hair predominating—duty of 5 francs per kilog. 
Others*—duty of 5 francs per kilog. 


TRADE WITH ITALY.: EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 
WITHDRAWN 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ” of July 11 contains three 
Decrees, dated July 10, which provide for the withdrawal as 
from July 15, of the following measures : — 


(1) A Decree of October 28, 1935, applying financial 
sanctions against Italy (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
November 7 last, page 650). 


(2) A Decree of November 7, 1935, requiring imports of 
Italian goods to be declared to the Compensation 
Office of the Paris Chamber of Commerce. 


(3) A Decree of November 16, 1935, requiring licences 
for the export (to any destination) of certain 
animals, ores and metals (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
December 5, page 801). 


(4) A Decree of November 16, 1935, prohibiting the im. 
port of Italian goods (see the ‘ B.T.J.” of 
December 5, page 801). 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of July 12 announces that, 
although the import of Italian goods is to be permitted 
from July 15, in virtue of (4) above, the allocation of 
Italy’s share of the French quotas is suspended provisionally 
pending the conclusion of negotiations which are proceeding 
between the two Governments in regard to payments. More- 
over, in order to allow the constitution of an exchange fund 
to cover future French exports to Italy, an Order has been 
issued requiring the value of Italian imports into France 
to be paid to the Compensation Office; while this Order 
remains in operation barter trade with Italy and the import 
of Italian goods paid for in blocked lire will be impossible. 


GERMANY 


EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of July 6, 1936, con- 
tains an Order, dated July 4, 1936, and effective as from 
July 16, 1936, which prohibits (except under licence) the 
export from Germany of basket-makers’ osiers, split; hoop- 
staves (split for the hoops of casks and the like), even 
smoothed with the drawing-knife or planed, even bent into 
a circle or provided with the incisions necessary for imme- 
diate use as hoops (ex Statistical No. 84). 


NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 


IMPORT RESTRICTION ON FERRUGINOUS 
VITRIOL 


The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded transla- 
tion of an Ordinance (Staatsblad No. 323 of June 17, 1936) 
whereby during the period of ten months from June 20, 
1936, to May 19, 1937, inclusive, the importation of ferru- 
ginous vitriol into the Netherlands East Indies shall not 
exceed in total quantity 17,500 kilogs. gross. An import 
licence fee of Fl. 0-025 per 100 kilogs. gross will be charged. 
A copy of the translation of the Ordinance may be inspected 
by persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 





* This heading applies exclusively to tissues of the kind in

31, 1936, relative to educational institutions and 
educational-testing establishments entitled to ex- 
emption from Customs duty on the importation of 
scientific aids and accessories. 


IMPORTS OF RAW WOOL 


With reference to the notice regarding the importation 
into Poland of raw hides and raw wool published in the 
“B.T.J.” of September 26, 1935 (page 443), a Circular, 
dated May 26, 1936, issued by the Polish Ministry of 
Finance, gives notice that consignments of raw wool origi- 
nating from British Colonies and Dominions, accompanied 
by certificates of origin and health issued in London by 
British official veterinary authorities, may be cleared and 
admitted to the free market on the basis of these certificates, 
and that the absence of a copy of the covering certificate or, 
alternativgly, of the data concerning the covering certifi- 
cate, on the basis of which the certificate has been issued 
by the British authorities, is not an obstacle to the admis- 
sion of the consignment to the free market.

PORTUGAL 
WITHDRAWAL OF SANCTIONS 


The ‘‘ Didrio do Govérno ’’ (Lisbon) of July 14 contains 
a Decree-Law, No, 26,791, of the same date, abrogating 
from July 15 the measures which prohibited the export and 
re-export to Italy of arms, munitions and war material and 
of certain animals, ores and metals, the granting of credits 
to Italy, and the import of goods from Italy or Italian pos- 
sessions. The existing arrangements regarding payments for 
Italian goods are, however, continued in force provisionally 
pending the conclusion of an agreement on the subject 
between the two Governments. 


ROUMANIA 


STATISTICAL TAX ON GOODS EXEMPT FROM 
CUSTOMS DUTY 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that a Law 
imposing a statistical tax on goods exempt from Customs 
duty was promulgated on March 31, 1936, and published in 
the ‘‘ Monitor Oficial ’’ of April 1. 

According to this Law imported goods exempt from 
Customs duty and all other import taxes under the 
following :— 

(a) The Law for the encouragement of national 
industries, 

(b) Mining Law, 

(c) Paragraphs 16-19 inclusive of Article 34 of the 
Customs Law, 

(d) Article 37 of the Customs Law, 

(e) Article 77 of the Customs Law, 

(f) Any other exemption given by the authorities, 

(g) Any other exemption not mentioned above, with the 
exception of those of Article 34, paragraphs 1-15 
inclusive, of the Customs Law, 


are subject to a statistical tax of 2 per cent. of the value of 
the duty and import taxes from which the goods are exempt. 
The statistical tax is to be calculated on the Customs duty 
plus turnover and luxury tax, import quota tax, 4 per cent. 
port tax and any additional taxes. 


POSTAL SAMPLE PACKAGES 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, in ac- 
cordance with Customs Circular No. 98798 of June 27, 1936, 
postal sample packages weighing up to 300 grammes and 
containing printing blocks with photographs of the original, 
but without a written text, sent from abroad direct to the 
press, may be imported without a special authorisation. 


IMPORT QUOTAS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that in accord- 
ance with Royal Decree No. 1557 of July 2, published in the 
‘* Monitor Oficial ’’ of July 3, the following items will no 
longer be subject to quota restriction as from July 3, 1936, 
and are now exempt from quota tax.

year by an Order of June 30, published in the ‘‘ Gaceta 
de Madrid,’ of July 4. 

The rate for the previous quarter was 13 pesetas per kilo- 
gram. 


URUGUAY 


CONVERSION RATES FOR PAYMENT OF 
DUTIES IN GOLD 


H.M. Consul at Montevideo reports, by telegraph, that 
the rate or multiplier for the conversion of Uruguayan 
Customs duties from gold into currency has been reduced 
from 2-934 to 2-903 in the case of goods financed with con- 
trolled free exchange, and from 3-655 to 3-515 in the case of 
goods financed with free exchange. 

[Nore.—With the exception of certain goods which are 
exempted from part payment of the duty “in gold,” 25 
per cent, of Uruguayan Customs duties have to be paid ‘ in 
gold ’’ as the general rule, but the duties on a few classes 
of goods are payable 50 per cent. ‘ in gold.’’*]

ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1936

Whereas by Section 1 of the Foreign Judgments (Recipro- 
cal Enforcement) Act, 1933,(a) His Majesty, if He is satisfied 
that, in the event of the benefits conferred by Part 1 of 
the said Act being extended to judgments given in the 
superior courts of any foreign country, substantial recipro- 
city of treatment will be assured as respects the enforcement 
in that foreign country of judgments given in the superior 
courts of the United Kingdom, is empowered to direct by 
Order in Council that Part 1 of the said Act shall extend 
to that foreign country and that such courts of that foreign 
country as are specified in the Order shall be deemed to 
be superior courts of that country for the purposes of the 
said Part 1: 


And whereas by Section 3 of the said Act it is provided 
that Rules of Court made for the purposes of this Act shall 
have effect, subject to any such provisions contained in 
Orders in Council made under Section 1 of the said Act as 
are declared by the said Orders to be necessary for giving 
effect to agreements made between His Majesty and foreign 
countries in relation to matters with respect to which there 
is power to make rules for the purposes of this Act: 


And whereas a Convention, a copy whereof is set out in 
the Schedule to this Order, relating to the Reciprocal En- 
forcement of Judgments, signed at Paris on the 18th day 
of January, 1934, has been ratified by His Majesty and the 
President of the French Republic:

And whereas His Majesty is satisfied that, in the event 
of Part 1 of the said Act being extended to judgments 
given in the superior courts of France, substantial recipro- 
city of treatment will, under the terms of the said Conven- 
tion, be assured as respects the enforcement in France of 
judgments given in the superior courts of the United King- 
dom; and is accordingly minded to direct that Part 1 of 
the said Act shall extend to France: 

And whereas it is expedient to specify the Courts in 
France which are, for the purposes of this Act, to be 
deemed to be superior courts, and further in order to give 
effect to the said Convention, to make certain provisions 
in relation to matters with respect to which there is power 
to make Rules of Court for the purpose of the said Act: 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise 
of His powers under the said Act, and of all other powers 
enabling Him in that behalf, is pleased, by and with the 
advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered as follows :— 

(1) This Order may be cited as ‘‘ The Reciprocal Enforce 
ment of Foreign Judgments (France) Order in Couneil, 
1936,’ and shall come into operation on the 16th day of 
June, 1936. 


(2) Part 1 of the Foreign Judgments (Reciprocal Enforce 
ment) Act, 1933, shall extend to France. 


(3) The following courts of France shall be deemed 
superior courts of France for the purposes of Part 1 of 
the Foreign Judgments (Reciprocal Enforcement) Act, 1933, 
that is to say :— 

The Court of Cassation ; 

All Courts of Appeal; 

All Tribunals of First Instance; 
All Tribunals of Commerce, 
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(4) No security for costs shall be required to be given 
by any person making application for the registration of 
4 judgment of a superior court in France. 


(5) All French judgments which bear the executory for- 
mula prescribed by French law shall, in the absence of proof 
to the contrary, be deemed to be capable of execution in 
France. The executory formula at present prescribed by 
French law is that appended to the Convention signed 
between His Majesty and the President of the French Re- 
public and annexed to this Order. 


(6) If upon an application to register a judgment of a 
superior court in France, the interest due up to the date 
of judgment on the claim in respect of which the judgment 
is given has been determined in the said judgment, or if a 
certificate given by the original court is produced specifying 
the rate of interest due under French law upon the sum 
for which the judgment is given, the said judgment and the 
said certificate (as the case may be) shall be accepted as 
conclusive evidence as to the interest due up to the date of 
the said judgment and as to the rate of interest due under 
French law upon the sum for which the judgment is given. 
If the interest due up to the date of judgment on the claim 
in respect of which the judgment is given has not been 
determined in the judgment, or if no such certificate is 
produced, the party applying for registration may prove 
what is the interest due under the judgment by French law 
up to the time of registration or what is the rate of interest 
due under French law upon the sum for which the judgment 
is given. 


And the Right Honourable Anthony Eden, one of His 
Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the 
necessary directions herein.

British Standard Specification for Pressboard for Electrical 
Purposes. (B.S.S. No. 231—1936.) 

Many electrical insulating materials are materials for which 
there are numerous non-electrical applications. For example, 
pressboard, vulcanised fibre and synthetic-resin mouldings 
are used for non-electrical purposes probably to a far greater 
extent than for pore electrical purposes. The particular 
requirements of the electrical industry as regards such mate- 
rials might not receive the attention they deserve unless 
special steps were taken to bring these requirements to the 
attention of the manufacturers of the materials, and to en- 
courage the development of special grades or types to meet 
such requirements. The Electrical Research Association has 
for many years been alive to the necessity of ascertaining 
the requisite properties of various classes of materials to 
ensure their suitability as electrical insulating materials, and 
as the result of the investigations carried out by that organi- 
sation a number of British standard specifications for insu- 
lating materials have been issued by the British Standards 
Institution. The latest of these is a revision of the British 
Standard Specification for Pressboard for Electrical Purposes, 
and this defines the characteristics of four ‘‘ types’ of press- 
board which are regarded as suitable for electrical purposes. 
The term ‘ pressboard’”’ is used to denote all materials 
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marketed as pressboard, presspahn or full-board and made 
from vegetable fibres on an ‘‘intermittent’’ board machine and 
are afterwards subjected to great pressure to remove excess 
of water and to ‘“‘ close up”’ the material, thus producing a 
solid board. The methods to be employed for determining 
the various characteristics of the material are fully described 
in Appendices to the specification.

Standard Cooker Control Units. (B.S.S. No. 438—1936.) 

Supply authorities in particular will be interested in the 
recent issue of a revision of the British Standard Specification 
for Cooker Control Units (B.8.S. No. 438). The specification 
applies to units suitable for the control of domestic electric 
cookers having a normal demand of approximately 30 amperes, 
such units consisting of a switch for controlling the current 
to the cooker, together with an auxiliary circuit for other 
apparatus. 

This revision of B.S.S. 488 has been drafted in the light 
of experience gained in the application of the specification 
since its publication in 1932. The Committee has been grati- 
fied to note the very large extent to which the 1932 specifica- 
tion has been adopted by supply authorities in connection 
with their cooker hire schemes. At the same time a number 
of users have called for variations from the standard cooker 
control unit, and these variations have been carefully reviewed 
by the Committee with a view to embodying in the standard 
unit the requirements of the majority of users, due regard 
always being given to considerations of safety and cost. 

A number of variations from a rigid standard must in- 
evitably be required and alternative arrangements are, there- 
fore, provided in the specification. It has been the aim of 
the Committee to reduce these alternatives to the smallest 
possible number, thus enabling users and manufacturers alike 
to reap the benefits of standardisation, and it is hoped that 
all users will be able to keep their requirements within the 
range of the revised specification.

The following extracts from the specification, furnished by 
the Trade Commissioner, will be of interest to prospective ten- 
derers :— 

The filter shall be mounted on wheels and shall be fitted 
with lifting lugs to allow of its being lifted on to a motor 
truck for transport between substations. The testing unit 
shall be also easily transportable, 

The apparatus called for is intended for filtering and 
dehydrating transformer and switch oil and must be capable 
of restoring low test oil and bringing same back to such 
condition that it will pass the B.S.S. test for electrical 
strength. <A filter which will achieve this object in the 
minimum time at a minimum cost is desired. Filter must 
be suitable for treating oil from transformers in service. 

The filter, if of the paper sheet press type, shall be so 
constructed that the papers are easily and quickly replaced 
when dirty. The assembly shall be such that when in opera- 
tion the oil is not subject to contamination from sources 
external to the filter. 

Tenderers are to state if the filter offered is suitable to 
treat oil at atmospheric temperature and if not a suitable 
oil heater shall be incorporated to raise the temperature of 
the oil to the required value. ‘The heating shall be by 
an electric immersion heater of ample surface to prevent 
local overheating of the oil. The heater shall be suitable 
for connection to a 280/400 volt A.C. supply. 

The oil filter, if of the filter press type, when in normal 
operation is to be capable of treating eight hundred (800) 
gallons of insulating oil per hour. It shall be provided with 
a drying oven suitable for the preparation of sufficient 
papers to supply the requirements of the filter press. The 
oven is to be electrically heated and provided with an 
adjustable thermostatic device to ensure a constant tempera- 
ture. Should another type of filter be offered such that 
one passage of the oil through the apparatus is sufficient 
to remove all traces of moisture and the finest particles of 
solid matter, the capacity per hour in this case must not 
be less than 120 Imperial gallons of filtered oil. 

The tenderer is to supply suitable starting switches for 
all motors, also fuses or other protective devices for all 
electrical circuits, 

230 volts alternating current 50 cycle single phase or 400 
volts 3 phase is available in all places where the apparatus 
will be used. Any motor exceeding 24 h.p. shall be of 3 
phase type. 

The portable testing set is to be capable of testing at any 
R.M.§8. voltage up to and including 30,000 volts. This voltage 
shall be indicated on a high-grade, heavily damped volto- 
meter, suitably connected either directly or through potential 
transformers, or by other suitable means, to indicate the 
tension across the spark gap.
